Radzyn.

u the north along the Dvina. 


Both Petrograd and Berlin agree that 
:he Germans have occupied the towns 
;f Sokolow, Siedlce a^nd Lukow, forming 
a German front about 60 miles east of 
Warsaw and 50 miles wide.

May Be Abandoned. 


ft is now regarded as probable that 
ihis point will be abandoned, owing to 
ihc speed of the (iermana advance since 
the fall of Warsaw and the continued 
pressure of the armies of Generals Call- 
Scholz, Eichhorn and Flack, form- 
h'g a semi-circle closing in toward the 
aorth. 


Petrograd claims that the Germans 
have been checked between Poniewesch 
and LKMnsk. 
Berlin, however, does not 
concede this, but in any event it does 
not affect the advance of the flanks fur- 
ther north, where invading forces sev- 
eral days ago were along the Dvina, 
the historic, dividing line leading to the 
province of Pskov, which lies on the 
road to Petrograd. 


ScramWe of Retirement. 


For the moment, however, the intens- 
ity of the fighting is giving way to a 
scramble of the retiring forces to avoid 
the enveloping act and the rapid ad- 
vance of the Germans to gather the full 
fruits of the fall of Warsaw.

Moscow.

Dr. C. B. Stemen Licensed 
to Preach Gospel Half 
Century Ago. 
HAS HAD A LONG 
AND ACTIVE CAREER 


Fort Wayne Man a Former 
Head of the National 
Association. 


Dr. Christian B. Stemen, seventy-nine 
years old, will celebrate the fiftieth an- 
niversary of his ordination as an elder 
iu the Methodist Episcopal church 
on 
August 28. 


The doctor is not planning any spe- 
cial observance. 
There are few 
men 
living today, however, with such a rec- 
ord. 
In the early days preachers were 
scaice and Dr. Stemen tilled many pul- 
pits and preached many sermons for 
which he never received one penny. 


First Licensed iai 1861. 


Dr. Stemen was 
first 
licensed 
to 
preach in April. 1861, as a local preach- 
er in the United Brethren church. 
On 
August 28, 1865, he was ordained as 
an elder and in 1869 at Fort Jennings. 
0., his credentials as an elder were rec- 
ognized by the Methodist 
Episcopal 
church. 


During all of these years he contin- 
ued the practice of medicine and sur- 
gery, preaching whenever and wherever 
his services were needed. 
Dr. Stemen 
has occupied the pulpits in each of the 
five Methodist Episcopal churches 
in 
I'ort Wayne and. has preached in many 
churches throughout this section of In- 
diana. 
Three years ago, however, he 
was stricken with heart trouble-and 
has done littW public speaking- since.- 
Prelsident National Association. 


For six years Dr. Stemen presided 
as president of the National Associa.- 
tion of Local Preachers of the Method- 
ist Episcopal church. 
In 1886 he rep- 
iftented. the. local " preachers 
of 
the 
Methb'^ili;' chiirch as a delegate to- the 
National Association Wesleyan Meth- 
odists. which was held at Liverpool. At 
tiiat time he spent four months in Eu- 
rope. 


An ordained elder in the Methodist 
church is authorized to perform all the 
functions of the clergj'^man. 
Dr. Ste- 
men has joined manv a happy couple 
in the holy bonds of. matrimony, has 
officiated at many 
funerals and has 
done all the things that a minister has 
the authority to do. 


In the early days automobiles, trac- 
tion cars and other modern facilities for 
traii.sportation were not known. 
The 
loads were rotigh and in the rainy sea- 
son extremely muddy. Dr. Stemen has 
gone for miles, 
oftentimes 
on horse- 
back. to a little church in some remote 
section of the country, to preach the 
Word of God. He was and is today an 
uriusuaJly forcefiil speaker 
and 
his 
services were always in demand. 
For 
a time he served as president of Taylor 
university, now located at Upland. He 
is still a trustee of that school.

beet 
leaves go to waste in Allen 
county 
every year. 
Believing 
these 
leaves 
would make good silage and thus save 
the farmers of the county this loss, 
Clarence 
Henry, 
agricultural 
agent, 
wrote to F. G. King, associate in the 
animal husbandry department of Pur- 
due university, and has received the 
following reply: 


"Replying to your favor of the ninth, 
will say that while we have had no 
personal experience with 
siloing beet 
leaves, reports 
on 
the 
subject sho^w 
that beet leaf ensilage is worth about 
half as much as the beets in feeding 
vahje. 
This would mc^e them worth 
about half as much as corn silage. Also 
ensiled beet leaves have a tendency tp 
purge the animals and it is a common 
practice to use about a gallon of salt 
for each ton of the leaves as they arc 
put into the silo. 
The silage should 
also be -fed with some dry roughage 
such as corn stover, straw or hay."

by the Hamburg Nachrichten, according 
io a Reuters dispatch from Amsterdam. 


"Germany does not own the Darda 
, Belles and therefore cannot offer them 
to anybody," declares the Nachrichten. 
"They are the property of the Turks, 
•who for five months have proved that 
they know how to defend them.

German empire 
does not betray 
its 
allies."

Berlin, Aug. 14,—The admiralty de- 
clines to comment onthe report publish- 
ed abroad that the German submarine 
U-30 has been sunk off a German port 
by accident in consiequence of a defect 
in operation, but subsequently had been 
raised.' Official information is refusicd 
also concerning the fate of the crew. As 
ihe German navy has a special ship for 
t a i l o r sunken craft and other facilities 
¡¡Tor. coping with such emergencies, tlie 
ireport may quite possibly be true.

Fighting With the Mexican 
Outlaws Along Border 
Still Continues. 


Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 14.—Carranza 
soldiers, it was learned today, tempo- 
arily took possession of Island No. 10, 
in the Rio Grande, for a short 
time 
while the Mexican raiding was at its 
height a few days ago. 
This island is 
large, containing pasturage for consid- 
erable stock. 
American residents 
of 
near Rio Grande City, 100 miles above 
here, were mystified by the actions of 
-le Mexican soldiers. The latter finally 
ithdrew from the island. 
Peace officers and rang-ers have adopt- 
ed a summary code of handling suspect- 
od Mexicans. 
At Fort Brown, here, the 
following report was turned in yesterday 
made by peace officers to an army pa- 
trol officer on duty at a small station 
north of Brownsville: 


We met two Mexicans. 
They tried 
to escape. We could not identify them 
so we left them there." 
These Mexicans were killed. 
A permit obtained from the Browns- 
ville City authorities for the burial of a 
child's leg revealed one spiall tragedy. 
The permit was obtained by a Mexican 
named Pasano. 
He lives about twenty 
miles above Brownsville 
near 
where 
Private McGuire of the Twelfth cavalry 
v;as killed a few days ago. 
McGuire 
was the first soldier to lose his life dur- 
ing the raids. 
Pasano said he had been 
ai rested, tliat his captors offered to let 
him go, but that he refused, believing 
thej^ intended to shoot him and say he 
liaci tried to escape. 
He was taken to 
jail and later was released. 


i^fter Pasano had 
returned to 
his 
liomc, he said, he saw a posse çoming 
tlirough his lands and called some of 
his friends to help him resist what he 
cxpected to be his arrest. He said this 
posse was not looking for Pasano. 
The 
iatter's friends, however, opened 
fire. 
McGuire was killed in this fight and the 
]\Ifc.vicans took to the brush. 


Pasano asserted that the only person 
injured-beside.s McGuire was a small 
Mexican boy Avho was shot in "the leg 
so badly that the limb had to be ampu- 
tated. 
Pasano then brought the leg 
here for burial, in accordance with his 
ideas of proceeding.

We are glad to note the fine 
showing made by the South Bend in- 
stitution, not because it is a profitable 
business venture and all profitable ven 
tures are reasons for satisfaction, hut 
because with that profitable business it 
combines a philanthropic purpose 
and 
work. 
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New Primary Law in the Courts 


It has been a foregone conclusion for some weeks that the new 
Indiana state-wide primary law would be carried into the courts 
for a test of at least some of its provisions, and the situation has 
been "brought to a head" by a case just filed at \^inoennes. (ieorge 
,W. Lott, who was the progressive nominee for auditor of state in 
1914, and who confesses in his complaint that he desires to become 
a candidate for representative from Knox county next spring, is 
the man who has taken up the legal cudgel against the new law. 
and if we are to accept his complaint as a statement of fact, the law 
is the most amazing hodge-podge of blunder ever constructed bj^ any 
legislative body in this or any other age. 


. A glance at the list of shortcomings of the new law categorical 
ly set out by Mr. Lott will be thoroughly entertaining af not en- 
lightening. 
PrefacejJ by the declaration that he will be unable to 
seek the coveted ipbmination because of the provision that he Avill 
be first required^to pay a stipulated sura in order to enter the race, 
Mr. Lott's allegations leave no room for doubt that in his opinion 
the law has its weak spots. 
The least of its i«ilings is that it is 
wholly b^d, he intimates. 
Jt is unconstitutional, according to Mr. 
JLo^'.s,iionclvisions, because it "confers legislative powers upon in- 
dividuals, destroys tHe secrecy and the freedom of the ballot, de- 
stroys the equality olf elections, makes an arbitrary classification of 
voters and adds burdensome qualifications to voters not provided for 
In the constitution of the United States or of Indiana." 
All this is 
Bet out with much care and there is presented a wealth of infinite de 
tail providing possible points of ctmtention that cannot fail to prove 
Q sheer delight to the lawyer who feasts upon bewildering intricacies 
of legal jurispiTidence. 


When all is said, however, Mr, Lott has doubtless performed a 
distinct seiwice to the state. The sentiment for the primary has 
been groAving in Indiana for some years, and the passage of the law 
by the democratic legislature was in response to what was conceived 
to be a clear-cut demand for soroething of the sort. The result of 
the first attempt has been the target of many missiles since its pre 
V'isions have been analyzed, and even a good many friends of the 
law confess themselves unable to see just how all its provisions can 
be put into practice. If it can be threshed out in the courts before 
somebody has actually suffered the injustice and the oppression they 
lugubriously prophecy, it will be vastly better than to toss the new 
law into the scrap-heap after much expense has been incurred in the 
attempt to place it in operation. 


Activity of state officials within -the past few weeks has result- 
ed in the discovery that a number of foreign insurance companies 
toing business in Indiana have escaped a large portion of their tax- 
Uion in this state, and they are now being politely but firmly re- 
quested to make amends by the payment of delinquencies. 
Some 
thousands of dollars have already poured into the state treasury 
Erom this source, and more are to follow. 
In the matter of prac- 
ticability, compelling each to bear his just share of the burden has 
all the fine-spun theories of tax reform to the same end beaten sév- 
irai city blocks. 


The suggestion that when Art Smith returns home Fort Wayne 
nnite in giving him something handsome in the way of an ovation 
is so patently a happy thought tliat it should receive immediate and 
imanimous endorsement. 
The Fort Wayne aviator is not only 
achieving fame and wealth for himself, but he is shedding a good 
deal of incidental glory upon his home city, to which he is intensely 
loyal. By all means let Fort Wayne do the handsome thing in the 
way of a welcome for the modest young birdboy vfho has fought his 
own fight and achieved a conspicuous victory. 


The inter-state commerce commission has just ordered a rather 
deep cut in freight rates which have been charged by the railroads 
for the transportation of hard coal. The fact that this has been fol- 
lowed by predictions in some quarters of lower coal prices to the 
ultimate consumer clearly proves that the optiniists are not all dead 
as yet.

Brush of Artist Brimmer 
Has Perpetuated Some of 
the Pretty Scenes That 
Here and There Dot Tor- 
tuous Course of the Lit- 
tle Stream. 


Coursing along from the 
northwest 
through Allen county, modest little Spy 
Run creek Wends its way, «urrourided 
by nature's fairest gifts. 
Banked on 
either side by shrubbery and a wealth 
of grand old trees, it 
flows 
proudly 
along 
through 
Vesey, Centlivre 
and 
LaAvton parks north to where it is ab- 
sorbed by the 
historic 
St, 
Mary's 
river. 


Happening in 
its 
vicinity 
Joseph 
Brimmer, 
a well known 
local 
artist, 
was impressed by its beauties and ex 
pressed his appreciation of its appeal 
to his artistic sense by a painting of 
which the above picture is a reproduc- 
tion. 
The painting is, indeed a work 
of art and is a tribute to one of Fort 
Wayne's beauty spots which has here- 
tofore received littlp 
recognition. 


In the early days Spy 
Run 
creek 
jlayed no small part in the history of 
Fort Wayne and along ita bank.s many 
fierce battles were fought between the 
Avhites and the savage Indians. 
The 
whites 
had invaded 
this section 
and 
v.vre compelled to contest every inch 
of the 
way before the victory 
v/as 
finally won, bringing civilization to a 
country 
heretofore inhabited 
by 
gav- 
aspfl and beasts and made possible this 
growing 
city. 


Named' After Captain W&Us. 
In this connection it may be of in- 
trrest to know how this little creek 
v.-as given such an extraordinary name. 
Spy Run crepk was named after Cap- 
tflin William 
Wells, who in 
recogni- 
tion of his bravery and 
acquaintance 
w-:th thp Indians, was made an Indian 
agpnt by thp government and in 
this 
capacity acted as a spy. 


While playing near hfs parents' home 
in Kentucky when a boy he was stolen 
by the 
Indians and was 
practically 
reared by them. 
In 1794 he came to 
I' ort Wayne and for a time assisted the 
Indians in fighting the whites and took 
no small part in a number of battles. 
Finally, General Anthony Wayne won 
his confidence and 
converted 
him 
to 
the cause of the government. 
Because 
of his years of association with 
the 
Indians and 
his knowledge 
of 
their 
habits, and methods of warfare he was 
of great assistance to General Wayne. 


For his bravery and the services he 
had rpndered, the government gave him 
all of what is now known as Spy Run 
and Bloomingdale. 


Builds a fifomc. 


Along the banks of Spy Run creek 
be built a log cabin, barns and sheds. 
Fis brothor-in-law. Chief Little Turtle, 
lived with him and died on his farm 


from gout. 
The burial place of Little 
Turtle is a disputed question and has 
never been determined to a certainty. 


In 1812 General William 
Hull 
sta- 
tioned a t Detroit, with general 
over- 
sight over Fort Dearborn, Fort Wayne, 
and all the forts in the northern sec- 
tion, ordered the evacuation of 
these 
forts and surrendered the Detroit fort 
to the British. 
As a result this sec- 
tion was left absolutely defenseless and 
it was during this time that all 
the 
other buildings on Captain Wells' farm 
vere destroyed. 
Captain 
Wells 
was 
killed 
during 
the massacre at 
Fort 
Dearborn in that same year. 


Rich Agricultural Coitatry. 


Spy Run creek flows through some of 
the 
richest 
agrirtiltural coimtry in the 
United States and except in high waters 
such as were experienceCi here in Ifll-'i 
has never caused very 
much 
trouble. 
Old timers declare that there has nev- 


er been a summer that Spy Run creek 
hap been so high as this year, a fact 
that 
is true, however, 
of practically 
every stream in this part of the coun- 
try. 


It is in Spy Run creek that the city 
has proposed to build a dam to fur- 
nish water power for the 
municipal 
lighting plant and at the same tim« 
provide a public swimming pool. 
First, 
it was proposed that this would b« 
dene between the Lawton park bridge 
and 
Fourth 
street. 
Considerable 
ex- 
cavating was done for that purpose, the 
dirt being used to fill in the approaches 
to the proposed mew 
Fourth 
street 
bridge over the creek. 
This was aban- 
oonpd and then it was proposed to con- 
struct the dam north of the Lawton 
park 
bridge. 
Property 
owners 
along 
the creek do not take kindly to thé 
nam and have entered a "vigorous pro- 
test.

J. B. Jones and Gtoence 
Hall Found Dead To- 
gether at Redkey. 


Hartford City, Ind., Aug. 14.—There 
is a considerable element of* mystery 
in the death of J. B. Jones, formarly a 
real estate dealer of this city, and Oscar 
L. Hall, at one time in the meat market 
busintss here, of carbolic acid poisoning 
at Redkey, yesterday afternoon. In tlie 
case of Jones there is more or less con* 
elusive evidence that he committed sui- 
cide, but there is doubt aas to suicide 
in the case of Hall, and it is one theory 
tl-at without knowing its contents he 
cirank from a bottle ot whisky and car- 
bolic acid from which Jones also got his 
fatal dose. There may have been a sui- 
cide pact, for both men were known to 
have been worried by business difficul- 
ties. 


On the body of Jones was found a 
noto indicating he had planned self-de- 
struction in case a business deal failed 
of achievement. .The note asked that 
his son Robert be notified and that his 
body be turned over to an undertaker 
of this city, who Avas named. There was 
no note on Hall's body. 
Acting (.'oroner 
Fi, C. Gnrber states a belief that Jones' 
death was suicide, but has reached no 
conclusion as to the death of Hall. 


The bodies of the two men were found 
by the butcher's 9-year-old son. Clarence 
Hall. 
The two men died within a few 
minutes after their 
bodies 
had 
been 
found. 
Hall was found in his place of 
business. 
There was no bottle found 
near him, it is said, but the smell of 
carbolic acid was very strong when in- 
vestigators entered the 
butcher 
shop. 
Jones' body was located in an outbuild- 
in^r. 
Near him was an 
empty 
four- 
ounce 
-bottle, 
labelled 
carbolic 
acid, 
i^bich had been drained. 
A half pint 
bottle filled with whisky Avas also found.

It's Great to Be a Traffic 


You all know ine story nt tlie polia 
citizen of Brown county who camo back 
from Indianapolis Avith vivid descrip- 
Uons of his son's mastery of the world 
'"up to the capital.'' 


"Why, he runs 
the 
hull 
durned 
town," he told a crowd of neighbors who 
had gathered together at the hitching 
rack after services, "he stands 
right 
doW3i town in the middle of the street 
•where copimon folks don't dare to go, 
nnd when he puts up his hand, why, 
everybody stops, and when he motions 
for 'them to come on, on they comes. 
He runs the town, I tell you." 


Fort Waj'ne has four men who "5un 
the town." 
There are four (4) (TV), 
count 'em. 
These gentlemen are the 
Messrs. Adkins, Lauer. 
Krueckenberg 
and Kintz. 
And they hold sway each 
day on the corners of 
Calhoun 
and 
Berry, Wayne and Main streets. 
But 
Hiey don't lower their dignity to the 
extent of motioning the deer peepul to 
come—they whistle for them. 


It was under the Grice administration 
thai Fort Wayne shook itself 
out of 
its traffic conjest'on nap and 
came 
into possession of its first "traffic cop." 
Said cop was none other than Charles 
Spillner, one of the oldest men on the 
force in point of service, and at present 
detective sergeant. 


Officer Spiilner was called into the 
office of the chief on the occasion of 
the institution of a traffic squad of one, 
and was told of the honor and glory 
heaped upon him. He had been chosen 
from the scores of eligibles to occupy 
the busiest corner at the busiest hours, 
and to tell the world when to come and 
go. But it also was his duty to watch 
the beat in the immediate vicinity of 


' tiio ti'ansfer corner, as well as to regu- 
lalc the traffic. 


'J'liis scheme was all very well as a 
f-tarter. and Traffic 
Officer-Patrolman- 
Ifiirry-upman 
Spillner 
performed 
his 
various and assorted duties with a will 
that required a stout heart and fearless- 
ness. 
It was he who inaugurated 
the 
service. 
He Avas.the ma^n who was re- 
el uired by sworn duty to stop every 
jural visitor within 
the precincts of 
ou: beautiful city, and tell said rural 
vii-itor that the right side of the street 
was right, and unde^ no circumstances 
sliould it ever be left. Thus the rules 
nf the road came into being in Fort 
\\'ayne. 


Charlie Spillner is a mighty capable 
man, and he's somewhat of a sizable 
man, too. but it soon was seen that he 
never could be entrusted with handling 
all the traffic downtown and a beat as 
A>-ell. So he and his substitutes on the 
corners in some little time got assist- 
ants, so that there were three men on 
tlio corners. Then just recently the re- 
lief man system went into effect. 


With police 
regulation 
of 
corner 
traffic still in its infancy there have 
been required numerous changes in the 
methods employed. 
Many suggestions 
have been made a:nd the plans given vip 
before they were tried on the strength 
of their impracticability. 


The "WTiite Gloves. 


It became noised about among the 
drivers of electrics that the traffic cop- 
pers looked so 
mannerless 
standing 
there and motioning 
with 
ungloved 
hands, that the suggestion that they 
v.'ear white gloves reached the police de- 
pai-tment heads. 
So semi-official order 
went out for white gloves for the traffic 
cops. 
Patrolman Sliaughnessy Avas a i 


member of the traffic squad at that 
time, and it was to his large and re- 
ceptive ear that the rumor first made 
way. 


"And 
the nixt 
thing 
they'll 
bi 
a-askin'," he remarked with the air o! 
oflended dignity, "is that 
we 
weai 
v.iiite pants and spats and a feather ii: 
our hat. 
Oi say, 
no 
whoite 
gloves 
for 
me." 
Well, 
white gloves didn't 
come. That glove suggestion was made 
when the most frequent pastime of the 
corjier men was to grab unruly 
and 
domineering horses by the faces 
and 
fehove them back to their own provinces. 
And these same unruly, etc., horses as 
a general rule took offense 
at such 
•treatment and spit on 
the 
coppers' 
hands. 
Therefore the impracticability. 
Tor the extremely dense we may ex- 
plain that horse spit doesn't show on 
bare hands. 


Then came the door mat. -Winter be- 
fore last Fort Wayne nearly lost sev- 
erfil of its finest in tTie Intense 
cold. 
Standing on the cold pavement six or 
eight hours at a stretch with the Aveath- 
er at zero very nearly converted sever- 
al perfectl.v good coppers into frozen 
corpses and so the department as|ved 
tiic council for an appropriation -for 
door mats. 


Of course tlie council believing only 
in e.xpending the hard-earned money of 
Fort Wayne's taxpayers only Avhere it 
Aias absolutely essential, couldn't ligure 
A^hy doormats Avere necessary 
Avhere 
there Averen't any doors, and it required 
enough red tape to bind a set of mats 
to get them. 
Then the mats came and 
since then the coppeis have held tliem 
down. 
In the past few montlis they 
have been life-saving islands in 
the 
midst of the street floods, and

The corner men at first pxirchased 
brass whistles, and.it wasn" a Aveek 
until the brass had sAvelled their lips 
into a whistleness condition. 
So noAv 
linne and nickel plated whistles do the 
Avork. 


The White Lines. 


But up till a feAv Aveeks ago the regu- 
lations Avere confined to automobiles, 
horse-drawn Aehicles and 
motorcycles, 
I ut then it was decided to put doAvn 
wjiite lines 
for 
pedestrians. 
These 
lines are AvhiteAvaahed on the 
street 
after the manner of a tennis court, and 
it is up to the walker to stay put. If 
he doesn't he gets put. 


Can anyone imagine of a more inter- 
OF-ting and amusing occupation 
than 
driving people back to little Avhite lines 
nil day long? 
Well, there are foiu 
good men and true Avho can. 


"I thought that the horses Avere bad 
enough," said one traffic cop this Aveek, 
"liut they sure haven't anything on the 
human yaps. 
A horse may be forgiA-en 
for not imderstanding the signals, but 
why on earth can't a man Avith 
two 
eyes in the front of his 
head 
stay 
Avhtre he belongs when he is once told. 
1 had a man break 
across the lines 
three times in an hour last Aveek and 


he felt deeply grieved to say nothing 
of insulted Avhen I ran him back to 
cover the third time."' 


The white lilies have been the hard- 
est things yet in the 
Avay of traffic 
regulation for people 
to imderstand. 
Although there is not nearly as much 
difficulty in , handling it noAv as there 
Avas Avhen the line system first Avas in- 
stituted, it still is mo easy task for the 
corner police. Hundreds Of times each 
day the. officers have to order'men and 
Avomen back to thè lines. Some of the 
offenders grow . wrathy and challenge 
the officers to debate of the constitu- 
tionality of the lines. 
Passersby Avere 
amused at a man Avho explained amid 
much Avaving of arms that there Avere 
no lines on the streets of CleA-eland, 
\ t.. and therefore there should be none 
l-ere. Officer Adkins was in a state of 
nervous collapse before the felloAv final- 
ly comprehended that the officer him- 
self hadn't invented the lines.

At the left. Officer Kintz

The apparatus consists of an upright, 
Arith a pair of cross-arms, .and painted 
on each side of one is the word "Stop," 
and on the other the Avord "Go." This 
ic operated with a crank and regulates 
traffic without the tiresome Avaving of 
arms and tooting of whistles. 
It 
is 
thought it Avill bp placed in operation 
here in the near future, and although 
it Avill be hard to break people into tha 
uses of it for a day or two, it will sini- 
plify matters on the comer to a con- 
siderable extent and Avill proA'e better 
as traffic becomes more congested. 
More Traffic Officers.

The staging of the Packey McFlarland- 
Mike Gibbons bout in New York marks 
the entrance of a business man Into the 
boxing game on a big scale and recalls 
that the biggest fights ever hel(J were not 
promoted by fight promoters but by busi- 
ness men. 


William Marshall, of New York, Is the 
man behind the bout to be held at the 
Brighton beach motordrome Sept. 11, and 
he is a railroad man. It was he who dug 
up the $32.500 needed to get Packey and 
Mike together after fight promoters had 
failed to get the boxers to sign articles. 


The biggest purse ever offered for a 
fight was $101,000 hung up for a matchs 
between Jim Jeffries and Jack Johnson at 
Reno, Nev., July 4, 1910. The man be- 
hind in that case was Tex Ricard, who 
was not a fight promoter but a mine 
owner. 


Rickard's first appearance in the fight 
game was when he furnished $34.000 that 
brought Bat Nelson and Joe Gans to- 
gether at Goldfield, Nev., in 1906. His sue. 
cess in that venture led him into the 
Jeff-Johnson affair, then he quit. 
The 
receipts of the Jeffries fight were $270,- 
775. Rickard's end was $150,000. 


Marshall, like Rickard, is willing to 
take a chance. 
The bout will be held 
outdoors so the 
success of 
it depends 
largely on the weather. 


Marshall will have to take in $45.000 at 
the gate before his expenses are cleared, 
because his preliminaries and other es- 
sentials run the cost above $32,500 to be 
handed the fighters before they enter the 
ring. 


The motordrome will seat 45,000 per- 
sons. 
Mar.chall figure? 15,000 seats will 
sell at $1 cach and 15j000 more at $2 each. 
That will net .?45,000 and make expenses. 
The remaining seats will sell from |3 to 
$5 each, and it is upon them that Mar- 
shall figures to make some money for 
himself. 


Marshall and Rickard, being business 
men, see things in a big way. Using the 
acumen that made them successful .as 
business men, they have gone away over 
the heads of men whose activities are 
confined to the boxing game. 
They are 
the men who are providing the great big 
things in the fistic world. 


Marshall is enthusiastic. 
If this bout 
goes big, there Is no telling what he will 
do next. 
He Is liable to go in for a 


bout that, in the matter of finances, will 
approach the $101,000 Jeft-Johnson purse.

George W. Lott, candidate for auditor 
of state on the progressive ticket in 
1914. 
Lott asks an injunction against 
Homer L. Cook, secretary 
of 
state 
Will H. Hays, republican state chair 
man; Bernard Korbly, democratic state 
chairman; Jackson 
Boyd, 
progressive 
state chairman; W. M. Wilmore, Tom 
Robertson and J. Napier Dyer, repub- 
lican, democratic and progressive county 
chairmen, respectively, 
of 
Knox coun 
ty; County Auditor Joseph I. Muent 
zer, Circuit Clerk G. Reiter and the elec 
tion board, Elijah McFarland and Wil 
liam O. Mitchell. 


Seventeen alleged reasons which the 
state law 
is imconstitutional 
are 
set 
out by Lott, who says he wishes to be 
come a candidate 
for 
representative 
from Knox county next spring, but can 
not because he has to pay a stipulateil 
fee to have his name submitted in 
primary. 


Lott attacks the expense 
of 
the 
primary and alleges the law is uncon 
stitutional because 
it 
confers 
legisla 
tive powers upon individuals, destroy 
the secrecy and freedom of the ballot 
destroys the equality of elections, makes 
an arbitrary classification of voters and 
adds burdensome qualifications to vot 
ers not provided for in the 
constitu 
tion of the United States or Indiana. 


Lott 
estimates 
the expense of 
the 
primaries to be about $100 to the pre 
cinct. 
He holds that this expenditure 
is "unlawful," imwarranted and imcon 
stitutional and that this expense is paid 
from revenues raised by taxation from 
the people and is public money used 
for private purposes. 


The law is further unconstitutional 
Lott alleges, because it makes an arbi 
trary allottment of delegates of certain 
political parties to the 
state conven 
tions and is wholly 
class 
legislation 
That the law 
attempts to disqualify 
candidates at the primary election who 
shall bribe or corrupt voters and then 
attempts 
to remove all 
such disabil 
ities from informers, is another reason 
why Lott alleges the primary law is 
void. 


The proper language 
of the law is 
attacked when the plaintiff 
says 
the 
word "fake" is used in reference to af 
fidavits filed by challengers at the polls, 


"There is no such word applicable 
to the making of an affidavit," says 
the complaint, "and it is simply a slan 
expression and there is no provision in 
the constitution of the state of Ind; 
ana authorizing the legislature to adopt 
slang expressions in the enactment of 
laws governing the state." 


The constitutionality was again at- 
tacked because the law makes unequal 
provision for the nomination of certain 
state, district, county and to^vnship of- 
ficials, 
but wholly fails to make any 
provision for judges of the circuit courts 
or the prosecuting attorneys 
of 
the 
judicial circuits of Indiana. 
That the 
fees required 
of 
candidates 
are arbi- 
trarily fixed and excessive 
for candi- 
dates for some of the offices is another 
reason set out by Lott. 


An injunction, restraining the court, 
election and state officials from carry- 
ing out their duties as prescribed by 
the primary law, is asked.

wireless 
photography. 
He 
says it will be of immense value in war- 
fare. enabling the taking of pictures 
of forts and armies many miles away, 
cither in the darkest night or 
the 
bi ightest day. 


The secrets of this wonderful inven- 
tion Butts will not divulge, his pur- 
pose being to make it impossible for 
anyone to steal the secrets for use of 
any other nation. 
Like Edison, he Avill 
be quite willing to give proper authori- 
ties full information in case the Uni- 
ted States 
ever becomes involved 
in 
war, but he positively refuses to hint 
f t the mechanism or character of his 
invention. 


"W^ith my preapnt apparatus, which 
is operated by a six-cell dry battery," 
says Butts, "I can stand at the bot- 
tom of a deep well, or in a mine, for 
thr.t matter, and take a photograph of 
in: object a mile and a half away. 


"And what is more, the apparatus 
will register on the' photograph the dis- 
tance in fe«t from the object photo- 
graphed to the place where the pho- 
tographer operates, 
"With higher pow- 
er the photograph may. be taken from 
two to four miles away, or even fur- 
ther, according to the voltage." 
' To demonstrate the success of 
his 
apparatus Butts took a photograph of 
tlio Brazil Clay company's plant, a mile 
and a half away, one dark, rainy night. 
The photograph is as plain as though 
it had been taken by a regular camera 
at a short distance. 


Butts is employed as locomotive fire- 
man and does most of his work after 
night.

we become ill. 
Lack of self-control of the mind is 
as harmful as lack of self-control 
of the body. 
"To keep the body and mind well 


every nian and woman needs a cer- 
tain amount of physical and mental 
recreation.

They should not go at it as ' 
though everything depended on their

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Events Following Holt's 
Operations Convince U. S.

Is there in the United States an 
organized "Invisible army" of spies 
and bomb-makers intent on destroy- 
ing those who aid the foes of Ger- 
many by supplying the allies with 
munitions or is the recent serie» of 
events—the Holt case for instance— 
but the work of a band of cranks? 


The Department of Justice and se- 
cret service workers are inclined to 
believe 
such an "Invisible Army" 
existed and that the German wire- 
less station at Sayville, L. I., was 
the nucleus of it until that station 
was closed by the government. 


The sinking of the Lusitania, the 
explosion of a bomb in the national 
capítol here and the shooting of J. 
P. Morgan by Frank Holt, the fire 
on the Minnehaha in exact conform- 
ity with the prediction of Holt and 
other recent events of violence have 
been accepted by secret service men 
as indicating that such an army ac- 
tually exists. 


That Germany had secret agents 
In the United States long before tbe 
war broke out would not be a sur- 
prise to officials here at the cap- 
ítol. It is known that Germany has 
the most wonderful secret service 
system in the world. It is all but a 
part of her system of being pre- 
pared. 


It is believed that In the German 
war office Is Information, plans and 
drawings of all the fortifications and 
battleships in the possession of the 
United States, 
.The capacity, loca- 
tion and all available information 
about powder and ammunition fac- 
tories in the United States and Can- 
ada 
also 
is believed to be in the 
archives of the German govefnment. 
WOXDEBFIIL 
ABCHITES. 


In that wonderful system of prep- 
aration 
that 
won 
admiration for 
Germany when through it at the^e- 
ginning of the war it was able to 
throw its vast army 
into the field 
twice as rapidly as the nations with 
which it was at war, every available 
scrap of information is accepted and 
filed for future use. 
Nothing that 
might 
prove 
useful 
even twenty 
years from the time, is neglected. 


The 
Americar 
newspapers 
are 
wonderful in thcrr ability to reveal 
government secrets. No fort is built, 
no battleship 
constructed 
without 
most every detail of it finding its 
way in some way or another to the 
G^erman war office. 


Sji times of war, even, it is not 
«•iipossible to 
send 
to 
Germany 
newspapers or clippings, such as is 
the story of the 'launching of the 
world's greatest battléship, ¿;he U. 
S. S. Wyoming. Such a story illus- 
trated with a picture of the vessel 
and with details as to the armament, 
speed, etc., of the battleship would 
be treasured for future use by the 
German war office. 


So'that if such a secret system 
was In vogue in this country before 
the war broke out, it must still be 
maintained for none of these agents 
RToUld taave an opportunity to ré- 
U r a - t o tbeir 
countrjr and In fact 


could prove of more 
value in tne 
United States than in the trenches. 


The sinking of the Lusitania gives 
the best direction as to the working 
of this secret organization. 
When 
the 
German 
Embassy as early as 
February 4 had printed in many of 
the leading newspapers of the Unit- 
ed States a warning that the Lusita- 
nia probably 
would 
be torpedoed 
and warning Americans not to board 
her, persons of anti-German feeling 
laughed and termed it some more of 
that "mein self und Gott" stuff. But 
persons who knew the great rami- 
fications of the German government, 
felt that the liner was doomed and 
refused to sail on the vessel. 
ALL PLAyXED 
IX ADVAXCE. 


While German sympathizers were 
confident the vessel 
would be de- 
stroyed, it was believed that there 
were those who knew the very day 
and hour the liner was to meet her 
fate. 
When Count von Bernstorff 
who ordered the advertisement was 
asked about It later, he said he had 
had no information from his govern- 
ment that the ship was to be sunk, 
but as a matter ot precaution, know- 
ing the vessel was to enter the war 
zone where lurk the deadly subma- 
rines, he had the advertisement in- 
serted. 


The secret service was forced to 
doubt 
that the ambassador 
and 
many 
other 
Germans of authority 
knew definitely that the steamer was 
to be sunk. 
Suspicion 
also 
was 
aroused 
that definite information 
that the 
liner was to be destroyed 
came through the wireless at Say- 
ville. 
The United 
States already 
had established a sort of espionage 
over this wireless station by plac- 
ing a naval officer in charge. 
The 
suspicion of this officer was arous- 
ed by the apparently 
inconsequen- 
tial and rather silly messages that 
came over the wireless. He felt that 
with this single means of communi- 
cation 
between 
Germany and the 
United States only the most serious 
messages should be transmitted. 
Itv 
was believed by the secret service 
men that the apparently silly mes- 
sage had a very 
sinister meaning 
when translated. 


It was suspected that the every 
movement of the Lusitania as well 
as other ships sailing from the Unit- 
ed 
States 
was 
communicated 
through 
the wireless at Sayville, 
either to submarine bases in the At- 
lantic 
or directly 
to the German 
government. 
BEHIT^D THE 
HOLT CASE. 


The Holt case, while offering no 
direct proof that he was an actual 
agent of Germany and acting utider 
German authority, indicated that he 
was given aid by agents of this in- 
visible army. The United States se- 
cret service 
bureau is convinced 
that Holt was not a maniac or crank 
operating on his own hook. 
It is 
believed, rather, that he was a very 
keen man, perhaps carried away by 
his enthusiasm 
for ~ thé 
German 
cause. 
It is of course unusual for 
an overworked professor to turn an- 
archist in- a day. 
If such a, ma|i 
were to lose his mind from brooding 
over the war, say t h ' secret serv- 
ice« men, his insanltyi^îuld take a 
very much milder foViii, 


Such a crank 
hardly 
would be 
ablé to obtain dynamite in any quan- 
tity. yet when the New York police* 
located'ubif room th^y tound • mòro 


dynamite than they had ever taken 
before in the raid of a den of bomb- 
makers. Holt declared that he had 
damaged the capitol with a bomb 
made of three sticks of dynamite 
and a bottle of sulphuric acid 
so 
arranged that 
when 
the acid ate 
through 
the cork 
it would ignite 
matches and their slight explosion 
would set off the dynamite. 


His story was proved to be false, 
and instead a house 
in the woods 
was found where there was unmis- 
takable 
evidence of 
metal 
trim- 
mings, etc., to show 
that 
he and 
other 
expert 
bomb-makers 
had 
worked there. 
It was also estab- 
lished that they had tested their ex- 
plosives by slight/explosions in the 
vicinity of this house. 
Furthermore, 
it was 
determined 
that Holt liad 
fired into the wood with a revolver 
to perfect his aim. 


The shooting of Morgan may be 
taken either as an act of insanity 
or one of over-zealousness. 
While 
his connection with any definite "in- 
visible army" or with any agency of 
Germany may never either be prov- 
ed 
or, disproved, 
several leading 
newspapers of the country, especial- 
ly the New York Herald, have taken 
it that Holt was an agent of such 
an army and that his most desper- 
ate of the two attempts, the attack 
on Morgan, was inspired by the hope 
of the Iron Cross. 
BOMBS Olí 
SHIPS. 


The greatest evidence that Holt 
was either a member of such an "in- 
visible army" or at least acquainted 
with its existence and machinations,, 
was his prediction that on July 7 a 
liner ,tbat left New York on July 3 
would be exploded by a bomb at 
sea. 


On the day predicted an explosion 
háppened on board the steamer Min- 
nehaha, a vessel laden with ammu- 
nition for Englaiid, and a 
fire,fol- 
lowed. 
The ship put in at Halifax 
after a two days' fight against the 
fiames, and after preventing their 
spread to the hold where was stored 
thousands of round of ammunition. 


That Holt himself 
did not place 
the bomb or what explosive may 
áave lieen used aboard, Is patent 
from the f a c t ' t h a t he was not ex- 
gctly eláar. as to what ship it wa^ 
W p R Ô A J j i 


He mentioned that either the Sax- 
onia 
or another 
vessel 
would be 
blown up on July 7. He mentioned 
this in a communication to his wife 
and asked her to keep it secret un- 
til after the explosion actually oc- 
curred. 
She, however, through her 
attorney sent it to Secretary of the 
Navy -Daniels and he had the in- 
formation sent 
by wireless to the 
two 
suspected 
vessels. 
The cap- 
Jains made a thorough 
search but 
found no trace of bombs. 
However, 
on the very day mentioned by^Holt 
a terrific explosion occurred on the 
steamer Minnehaha, blowing two of 
the sailors into -the air and setting 
fire to the two forward holds.

that- if Holt 
bad 
rplaced 
the 
bomb he 
would have 
Known on what 
particular ship it 
had been hidden. From this it was 
argued that the work was that of the 
"Invisible Army" and that Holt had 
received advance information about 
it..

" A few days after the Minnehaha 
wa'» blown up, the British steamer 
"Kirkoswald, on its return to New 
. yojrk, reported that on its trip from 
New York 
to 
Versailles 
it 
had 
carried 
nine dynamite bombs in 
its hold without the knowledge of 
its qrew. 
Six bombb fitted with a 
' time ^ explosion 
device were found 
..when a sack of sugar burst on the 
warf at Versailles and three more 
were discovered when the ship was 
- 
searched. 
Why the bombs did not 
explode J b a mystery. The captain 
, and crew, however, accepted the 
^ presence of the explosives as the 
o r t h e "Invisible Army" and

were inclined to believe that Holt 
may have had some connection with 
this work.

The presence of these bombs on 
ships carrying ammunition is a » * 
cepted not as the work of madmaib 
but as that of an organized gang or 
bomb-makers, either connected with 
the German 
government or in the 
employ of rabid pro-German • sym- 
pathizers. 
A mad man would not 
be 
clever 
enough to manufacture 
such bombs, so w^ell timed and so 
terrible in their effects, it is argued. 
Neither would he be clever enough 
to place them in the hold or the car- 
go of such vessels. 


Heinz* Hardenburg, held in the 
Tombs at New York for making a 
false affidavit in connection with the 
Lusitania case, is considered a mem- 
ber of the "Invisible Army." He is 
a bright, 
fine 
looking 
man with 
never a sign of insanity about him. 


He is the man who after, his ar- .. i 
rest told secret service men that he 
put his sweetheart, 
an Irish las«. - 
aboard the liner knowing, that she^.

With all this information in it«, 
possession, the secret serviee ,bu- v 
reau is quietly working, confident 
that it will eventually uncover this

The length of Ui« lioard was 5 feet; 
the widtti at Widest point 16 inches, 
which taper^ tp 9 inenes»-th«n round- 
ed off. 


On the underside of the board were 
fastened two braces or cleats of wood. 
% of ^an inch in 
thickness 
and 3 
inches in width. 


One ot the braces was made flush 
with the widest end of the board; th® 
front brace, 2 feet 3 inches from tlie 
wide brace, supported a tongue that 
reached back and rested on th» floor, 
against the basebofird. 


Fastened to the brace on the wids 
end of the ironing board were two sec- 
tions of a pair of loose joint hingSB.80 
fastened that they would fit into the 
remaining part of tfte hinge that had 
beei» previously made fast to the win- 
dow sill. 


This enabled me to couple my Iron- 
ing board to the window sill. 
The 
tongue Uiat supported the front of the 
Ironing board was made fast in the 
cleat by a strap hinge. 


When not in use the board easily 
removed, the tongue 
placed against

The Balkan Peninsular Was the 
Powder Box and Servia the Percussion 
Cap—Behind the Resulting Explosion 
Is An Amazing Story of the Collapse 
of European Diplomacy 


With an area no larger than the 
state of Maine and a population 
smaller than that of the city of New 
York, the little Kingdom of Servia 
has played a role in Ihe recent past, 
the full magnitude of which cannot 
be reckoned until 
the end of vime. 
Mayhap it has changed 
the whole 
course of human history. 


Some years ago it was said of the 
Balkan 
Peninsula that it was the 
powder box of Europe and the 
events of the last summer proved the 
statement true; and then someone 
a little later observed that if the 
Balkan Peninsula were the pov/der 
box, Srrvia v.as the percussion cap. 


How truly he spoke was not real- 
ized ai the time, even by the speak- 
er, for while uien ever will disagree 
as to the deep-seated causes that 
led to the present great war, all the 
world admits that the bomb-throwing 
at SerajGvo was vhe percussion cap 
that 
detonated the 
terrifiic forces 
behind the diplomacy of Europe. 


Time was when the Balkan ques- 
tion Vr'as uiiheard of in the chancel- 
lories of Europe. 
Up vo the French 
revolution all that the rest of Eu- 
rope seemed to think about concern- 
ing that region was a gradual driv- 
ing back of the Turk into Asia nnd

lined up on the side of the Turk. 
Again, in 1854, Russia found a oip- 
lomatlc situation which seemed lo 
offer her a bright prospect; so she 
delivered an ultimatum to Turkey, 
demanding that she be allowed to 
protect the Christians 
living in 
Turkish dominionB. 
Under the ad- 
rice of England and other Powers, 
Turkey turned- down 
the Russian 
proposal, and the Crimean War re- 
sulted. 
CRMEAii 
VFAR TREATY. 


One of the terms of the treaty 
that ended 
the Crimean 
War, in 
which England, France, 
Italy and 
Turkey were 
allies, 
was that the 
Black Sea be declared neutral. This 
agreement was denounced by Rus- 
sia at the time of the Franco-Prus- 
Bian War, .hlBtory 
telling us that 
Prussia agreed to back up the de- 
nunciation In return 
for Russian 
neutrality in the German war with 
Prance. 


Once again Russia, indefatigable 
In her purpose, started on her quest 
for an outlet to the Mediterranean, 
and in 1876 found herself at the very 
gates of Constantinople. A treaty 
with the vanquished Turks followed, 
and the prize that Russia had cov- 
eted for generations seemed nov/ in 
firaffi? ^jit here again the Pow- 
ers Interfered, and Russia lost al- 
most 
every 
fruit of her victory 
through the combined efforts of her 
Christian brethren. 


The congress of Berlin was called 
to dispose of Russia's pretenses to- 
ward the Mediterranean, for under 
her agreement with Turkey she had 
been gjiven pract^^-» (ly complete dom- 
ination over the~Salkan Peninsula. 


The congress met and proceeded 
to undo what Russia had done un- 
der the treaty of San Stefano. Rus- 
sia 
protested bitterly, 
but Great 
Britain, and Austria 
prepared to 
bring 
their armies and navies to 
bear on the discussion, so Russia 
II1U1II7 acauieiced; and tbe territory

that 
Russia had wrung from the 
Turk the Congress took over for the 
purpose-of building up a group of 
Balkan states. 


Bulgaria was made an autono- 
mous principality under Turkish su- 
zerainty. 
Eastern Rumelia was to 
continue under 
Turkish rule, but 
was given administrative autonomy. 
Bosnia and Herzegovina were to be 
occupied and administered by Aus- 
tria-Hungary, but the sanjak of 
Novibazar was to be under Turkish 
control, with the recognized right of 
Austria-Hungary 
to station 
troops 
and maintain roads there. 
Monte- 
negrin independence was provided 
for, as was that of Servia, while Ru- 
mania's deçlaratioiï of independence 
was recognized. 
THE EASTERN 
QUESTIOîî. 


The result of this new situation 
was to inject an entirely new ele- 
ment into the Near Eastern ques- 
tion, 
Thereafter the nations that 
had ambitions and counterambitiois, 
with Constantinople and an outlet 
to the Mediterranean as their cen- 
ter, had to deal through the little 
buffer states of the Balkans, and it 
has been through that relation that 
Servia has acquired Iver prominence 
in Near Eastern affairs. 
, 


How the game of Balkan politics 
has been played in tt>e years t^at 
have intervened since Servia became 
a member of the family of nations,, 
with 
all of the 
mutual jealousies 
and fears and ambitions of the na- 
tions of Europe exerting their full 
force on the devoted little peninsu- 
la, constitutes"one of the most thrill- 
ing tales of diplomatic history, and 
no naan can understand the deeper- 
lying causea of the present situation 
who iß 
eventa.

Within the lifetime of men yet on 
the right side of threescore and ten, 
all of the great Powers have changed 
alliances from once to half a dozen 
times, and historians point out that 
little Servia at one time loved Aus- 
tria as her savior and at another 
came to hate that country as her bit- 
terest foe. 


In all these international align- 
ments and realignments doubtless 
every nation participating 
has de- 
veloped an excusé satisfactory of its 
own eyes at least that its course was 
justified because 
self-preservation 
required it! 


OUTLET FOB 
RUSSIA. 


Russia has had six possible out- 
lets to free water—the Baltic sea, 
the Black sea, the White 
sea, the 
Yellow sea, the Persian gulf, and the 
Adriatic. Yet Germany stood across 
her path to the Baltic, and though 
Peter the Great built Petrograd with 
the 
purpose of bringing Russia in 
contact with the outside world. It 
came to profit his country little 
when Germany rose to,pQwer. Like- 
wise, after the slow and painful pro- 
cess of conquering the wilderness 
and the plain, to. say nothing of the 
Mongols, Russia found her dreams 
of Dalney and Port Arthur 
rudely 
shatered by the Japanese. Still later, 
when her aspirations led her toward 
thè Persian gulf, and she had fought 
her 
way across " the Caucasus and 
taken the 
Caspian sea, England 
stepped in and said her nay,' for 
that would have been an ideal land 
' route to India for a potentiaL enemy. 


King Winter habitually bottles up 
the White sea outlet for so many 
months in the year that there is no 
promise there; while all Europe has 
, <or.a century^flternly repressed Rus< 


sia's desire toward the Dardanelles 
and the Adriatic. 


And so today it happens that Rus- 
sia is as completely cut off from the 
outside world as Germany, with only 
a treacherous White sea outlet and 
a way out over ihe Trans-Siberian 
railroad, and that is open only dur- 
ing the pleasure of the Japanese. It 
is no wonder, 
then, 
that 
Russia, 
landlocked for three centuries, re- 
fused an outlet every way she has 
turned, has set her heart on Con- 
stantinople, determined to exhaust 
every diplomatic resource in getting 
possession of an outlet to the Medi- 
teri'anean. 
ENGLAND 
ALSO BUSY. 


On the other hand, England could 
not sit idly by and watch Russia 
thus thrust herself into a situation 
that threatened to do the same in 
the end with British commerce in 
the Orient that the fall of Constanti- 
nople did with western commerce. 
She knew that Constantinople's fall 
before the Turk had cut off western 
trade with Asia, causing the decline 
and decay of the cities of the Medi- 
terranean ^nd sending Columbus ^ 
westward in search of another pass- 
age to India. And history, she fear- 
ed, might repeat itself. 
. 


Also 
Austria-Hungary 
felt that 
she had her national life at stake, 
for with a' majority of her. people 
Slavs and with. Russia and Servia 
encouraging a 
Pan-Slavic move- 
ment, looking to the 
tearing from 


A u s t r i a - H u n g a r y of all her Sl^ic 
provinces, she had, from her. vifw- 
Dolnt quite a substantial right to.be. 
afraid of a future that would-result 
In any increase in Russia's domln-, 
ions or Russian influence ^ the 


^^crmany'» deep intewit in tliie/jilt;- 
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nation in the southeast of Europe 
quired commercial 
interest reach- 
ing from Conataulinople to Bagdad. 
She had seen herself checkmated in 
her ambition to reach the Persian 
gulf by pressure, which forced her 
to give up her concession for the 
building of a railroad through Nine- 
veh and Bagdad to that gulf, and sho 
knew that any Russian ascendancy 
towai d ihe Aagean or the Adriatic 
sea would break up her Asiatic and 
Arabian plans more completely than 
shutting her out of her railroad out- 
lot to the Persian gulf had done. 
SERVIA A 
YOUNG NATION. 


Considering that Servia is only a 
little more than a third of a century 
old as a member of the family of na- 
tions, and 
that 
only 
thirty-seven 
yi;ars 
have 
elapsed 
since 
she - 
escaped the blight of Turkish rale, 
she has made remarkable progress. 
When 
she became 
independent of 
Turkey she had few roads, for rpads 
might be used to march over against 
the Turks, and Turkey 
wanted to 
keep every community isolated. Nor 
did she 
have 
many 
schools, for 
schools would give the Servian the 
power to read and write, and read- 
ing and writing are great aids when 
a : people want to revolt against an ^ 
oppressive rule. 


We have no statistics as to the 15,- 
000 square miles of territol-y taken • 
from Turkey as a result of the Bal- 
^kan wars, but for the 18,000 square 
miles that heretofore 
constituted 
Servia there are today more than 
4,000 miles of highways.. There 
were a few years ago nearly 1500 
^ public schools open and education 
was <;ompulsdry. 
' ^ 


If one may judge from-how .close- 
ly túey atay at borne, it might be 
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T V P l C A t S E R V I A N SOUDIE!^ 


said, that the Servians are a well- 
satisfied people, because they very 
seldom figure in the. immigration 
statistics of .any other country. And 
well they may be, for pauperism is 
unknown. The government will not 
allow any man to become an abso- 
lute pauper. 
There Is a certain 
amount of property that the individ- 
ual cannot alienate under any cir- 
cumstances, and this is enough to 
insure him a Voof for his head and 
food for his stomach throughout the 
year. 
The result is that there are 
no poor houses in Servia and no 
paupers to . demand them. A man 
may, not; alienate his cottage, his 
garden. Wa.plow, Ws team of 
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or as much land as he can plow with 
them in a day. 
REMARKi\BL£ 
COUNTRY. 


If Servia is a country 
without 
paupers, it is also a country with- 
out its idle rich, and also without, 
an aristocracy. As some one has r»- ^ " 
marked, a land which has had a plg»^ * 
driver for its ruler within a century i 
cannot boast of its aristocracy; and^i . 
for all that. Servia would not boast. 
about it if there was one to bowt-^ 
about; for the Servians pride them- . 
selves on the democracy of spirit 
that makes King Peter t h e j d ^ o f ' 
his people and the people u n i t « W ' . .

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COMMON SENSE IN THE HOG LOT 


The Trouble With Too Many of Us Is That We Treat Qnr 'Hojrs Like We 
Do Our Orchards—Give Them a Start in Life and ^ 
Then Let Them Root Hog, or Die. 


Th© question of 
which 
breed 
of 
swine to select for the economic pro- 
duction of pork is perhaps of less im- 
portance today than in the past. 


The 
leading 
swine-breeders 
have 
besun to recognize the fact that they 
must shape their favorite 
breeds 
to 
meet market demands. 
As a natural 
result, the type of 
all 
the 
leading 
breeds 
now 
conforms 
to 
a 
fixed 


standard that meets the demands of 
the packing houses. 


I will not discuss the bacon breeds 
of swine, for owing to the scarcity of 
the bacon type, there is 
little 
effort 
m a d e to separate them as a market 
class of hogs. 


The hog that best meets 
the 
de- 
m a n d of the present time is 
a 
well 
muscled hog, that will supply a fair 
amount of lard, and fat 
meat 
well 
marbled with lean, and be ready for 
market a t any desired age. 


Practical pig-growers, and 
feeders 
of market hogs look for good quality, 
depth, length and width of form, and 
uniformity of type, regardless of the 
breed, color and characteristic mark- 
ings. 


However, it is essential that we se- 
lect our breeding animals from .«ome 
weir established breed, for prnmiscu- 
ous mating of swine of various types 
has a tendency to destroy th<^ types 
of all the 
breeds 
employed 
in 
the 
crosses and to throw away the result 
of years of systematic selecting and 
mating, and perpetuate a certain fixed 
type in the breed. This point has been 
illustrated by mating a 
half 
Poland 
China and half Chester 
White 
sow 
with a pure-bred Berkshire boar. The 
pigs resulting f r o m 
the 
cross 
were 
red, spotted, speckled, 
and 
str»3ed, 
showing that the improved type of all 
three used In the cross was lost, and 
»elth It the Improvements in color and 
markings. 


The result was the return of the off- 
spring by the principle of heredity to 
the original scrub type. 


All of our swine, particularly 
the 
improved breeds, which are 
but 
a 
modified form of the original, will not 
produce themselves 
perfectly 
unless 


tided bj- the hanr] r>f man. 
AVhatever 


feed is selerte.i. .should bf^ kept pure, 
and only the best individuals u.-ed for 
breeding. 


The man A.vho makes a .specialty nf 
producing pork, should grasp 
t-very 
opportunity tr, improve his 
breeding 


stock, the same as the m a n 
w h o 
Is 
breeding registered swine. 


Uniformity of type is an important 
thing In the successful 
management 
of breeding-hogs, espeolally near mar- 
ket time, for a unifornn bunch of hogs 
will bring more moneys on any market 
than a mixed lot. 


A pure-bred lot of hogs are much 
more apt to 
mature 
together 
and 
please discriminating buyers. 


In selecting a breed we should give 
particular attention to its adaptability 
to the environments under which It is 
to be placed. Some are good rustlers, 
some are 
more 
quiet 
and 
better 
adapted to small feed lots. 


In the northern states color Is of 
little importance, but in the south a 
large number of porlc-growens prefer 
a black hog, as ,being less sxisceptlbl» 
to the heat and sun. 


However, some southern hiog-grow- 
ers still cling to white hogs and seem 
to experience no trouble 
f r o m 
that 
source. 


The breeds that have 
prowed 
best 
suited to your climate and oonditlons 
in the hands of farmers ami feeders 
are the safest breeds to invest in. We 
all have our prefei-ences, our likes and 
dislikes, our favorite color 
markings 
and our hobbies, but from the stand- 
point of dollars and cents there is no 
best breeds. 


All breeds possess many good quali- 
ties, and some less desirable ones, and 
the man who makes a 
failure 
Avith 
one breed can hardly hope to succeed 
with another. 
Judicious 
care 
will 
bring success with any breed. 


All 
practical 
hog-growers 
agree 
that crossing the breeds is a danger- 
ous practice, and that the best results 
are attained by sticking to one breed. 


Still, some men still cling 
to 
the 
idea that it is possible to Incorporate 
ail the good qualities of the different 
breeds into a cross-bred animal. 


It is a disastrous belief if put into 
practice. 
There may be certain 
in- 
stances when crossing will give good 
results, as in the production 
of 
pig 
pork. 


The man who is experimenting with 
the various breeds 
and 
crosses, 
in 
search of something better than 
has 
yet been found, may have a mission, 
but such line of investigation is not 
practical for the man who must de- 
pend upon the return from his swine- 
feeding for his farm profits. 


He is on safer ground if he confines 
his taste and skill to 
improving 
one 
well established breed and leaves the 
experimenting to the man of liesure 
and means. 


Oats make a fine ration for 
hogs 
but as a rule they are too expensive. 


Fed to sow.s .just after 
farrowing, 
oats cannot be surpassed for keeping 
them in good condition. 


A feeding floor will save 
itself 
in 
feed and manure in a single year, pro- 
vided it is madp 
of 
waste 
material 
around the f a n n . 


A cement feeding floor is » Joy to 
any lover of swine- 
It i^ r a t h e r ex- 
pensive to commence 
.:n!ith, 
but 
its 
durability makes it a paying invest- 
ment in the long run. 


Brick makes a fairly good feeding 
floor, but to be effective 
requires 
a 
deep foundation of broken stone, sancl 
and cinders, and this is expensive. 


A field of rye sown 
the early fall 
will help out the grain sx^pply 
won- 
derfully in the late spring. 


It is a prevalent notion tl^at 
hogs 
cannot thrive except they have a mud 
hole In which to wallow. 
Nonsense! 
Pigs thrive better on 
clean 
pasture, 
clean floors, and 
clean 
water 
than 
they do In dirty su.rroundlngs. 


In the s u m m e r time the hog seeks 
the mud hole in order to cool himself 
and to rid himself of the flies, not be- 
cause he naturally likes 
m u d 
better 
than clean water. 


Many people imagine that if they 
give the pigs plenty of skimmed milk 
they do not need water. 
Milk chang- 
es to solid food almost the moment It 
enters the pig's stomach and is, there- 
fore, not a substitute for water. 


It costs nothing to soak hard grain 
in warm water, and when fed to pigs 
its digestibility is increased. 


There are scores of theories about 
watering animals, but our experience 
is that the best judge of the matter is 
the animal itself. 
If it 
can 
always 
reach water when it needs it, it will 
take care of its own wants.—M. Kelly.

The Raimd Bam

A f a r m e r living near Irving, 
K a n - 
sas. recently built a 
circular 
dairy 
barn one hundred feet in 
diameter. 
This man, f a r m s in a pretty big way, 
and built his barn to hold three hun- 
dred head of cattle, five liundred tons 
of hay, and ten thousand bushels of 
grain. 


When the barn was 
completed 
It 
was dedicated by a big dance and din- 
ner, to which all the neighbors for a 
good many miles around were Invited. 
There w m room enough on the barn 
floor for 
five 
hundred 
couples 
to 
dance comfortably. 


The photograph of this barn shows 
only one window. 
In reply to a ques- 
tion as to the light and ventilation of 
the barn, the 
owner 
writes: "There 
are forty-six windows in the barn, but 
as they were all closed when the pic- 
ture was taken, 
only 
those 
In 
the 
basement show. 
The 
ventilation 
is 
perfect." 


A dairy barn is a place where hu- 
man 
food 
Is 
produced. 
Moreover, 
this food Is 
used 
In 
an 
uncooked 
state and in many instances for 
in- 
fant feeding. 
Cleanliness must there- 
fore be observed in every 
operation 
an<l the barn must be so constructed 
as to permit of easy, 
thorough 
and 
frequent cleaning, and as 
nearly 
as 
possible the ayoidance of all dust. The 
floor should be smooth 
and 
without 
crevices for dirt to 
collect, 
and 
it 
should also be hard 
and 
impervious 
to water, so as to aljow washing and 
scrubbing when necessary. 


An abundance of light is 
the 
best 
and cheapest germicide and is also a 
great aid to cleanliness. Dust and dirt 
are more easily detected In 
a 
light 
barn. 
Sufficient windows should 
be 
used 
to 
allow 
4 
square 
feet 
of 
light for each cow and the 
window« 
should be so placed as to insure 
an 
even distribution of 
light. 
A 
dark 
barn is usually a dirty barn. 


Dairy cows consume large amounts 
of feed, especially rough feeds, such 
as hay and silage. 
Unless care is tak- 
en to arrange for the saving of labor, 
the feeding of the stock will require 
a large amount of unnecessary work. 
To reduce the labor the feed should 
be stored as close to the point of feed- 
ing as possible. 
The 
hay 
for 
the 
cows should not have to be transport- 
ed very far f r o m the hay mow to the 
cows. 
An over-head loft Is to be rec- 
ommended because 
It 
permits 
the 
feeding of hay with a minimum of la- 
bor. 


Owners of round barns are strong 
In their praise of these barns. 
These 
men claim that round barns are better 
ventilated, lighter, save 
more 
labor, 
and In many other respects are better 
and more satisfactory than any other 
style of barn. 


T H E SPLIT IX3G DRAG. 


The split log drag ha« contributed, 
more toward the 
economic 
mainte- 
nance of public highways than 
any 
implement of modern usage. 
It does 
not require specia' acts of the legis- 
lature, bond issues or expensive edu- 
cational campaigns to make it avail- 
able as usually precedes construction 
work. 
A drag can be built 
or 
pur- 
chased for twenty dollars and is eas- 
ily operated by any one who can drive 
a team. 


THE REQUISITES OF A GOOII HOR§E 


The Well-Bred Mare Is a Good Inveetmeiit. Dp Not Try to Get a 
frpm Every Mare on the Farm, but Only from Thmn 
That Are Likely to Bring thé Brst S t ^ ^ 


A KANSAS 
BARN. 


The first requisites of a good driver 
are a cool head and a watchful eye, 
with ready fingers and the quick 
iin- 
derstanding of the needs and require- 
ments of his horse. 


He must also be 
rea^y 
to 
detect 
any object 
by 
the 
roadside 
which 
would be likely to annoy 
the 
horse 
and grasp at a glance the 
character 
of the road that lies ahead of him. 


No 
quick-tempered, 
loud-voiced 
m a n can expect to have a quiet, obed- 
ient horse: 
and the undue haste 
of 
the quick-tempered driver to correct 
what seems to him misbehavior, 
is 
on© of 
the 
reasons 
why 
so 
m a n y 
horses are dangerous to drive. 


Much of this 
abuse, 
however, 
to 
which the horse Is 
subjected, 
arises 
more f r o m sheer ignorance and care- 
lessness than f r o m wanton cruelty. 


Before starting on a long drive you 
should examine the horse, the harness 
and the vehicle—the bit should be as 
easy a one as possible, 
the 
b a r n e y 
must be comfortable and we'l 
fitting. 


Do not use a check rein if the road 
is long and hilly, but should 
one 
be 
necessary then loosen the head of the 
horse before ascending a hill, 
when 
going 
over 
muddy 
roads, and also 
whenever you stop, as it is natural for 
a horse to lower his 
head 
when 
he 
makes an extra exertion, and also to 
droop it when he is resting. 


A horse should not only be allowed 
to walk slowly along steep and muddy 
parts of the road, but also 
occasion- 
ally on level ground; the change from 
one set of muscles to 
another 
rests 
him. 
When your horse begins to feel 
fatigued he will strike 
one 
of 
his 
hoofs against the ankle opposite, oft- 
en bruising and cutting it. 


As It Is generally one of 
the 
hind 
ankles, an ankle bpot should be worn 
iduring a long drive, even if it is un- 
necessary on other occasions. 


Two other Indispensable articles on 
a long drive a r e a wooden scraper for 
removing 
foam, and a hoof-pick for 
dislodging stones. For one who is oft- 
en on the road It is also 
useful 
to 
have a few pieces of rope and 
some 
brass wire, as with these in his 
pos- 
session anyone 
with 
ingenuity 
can 
quickly repair ordinary 
damages 
to 
the harness or carriage. 


Horses, when traveling, should have 
water given to 
them 
frequently 
in 
reasonable 
quantities—if 
you 
drive 
slowly for 
à 
while 
after 
watering 
your horse, no injurious results 
will 
follow, and they may be refreshed by 
a few mouthfuls 
of 
grain, 
hay 
or 
gra^s. 


Should you chance to 
stop 
where 
there is a strong breeze blowing, put 
a light blanket on yopr horse, even if 
the weather is w^arm. 


Do not, at any part of a long trip, 
yield to 
the 
temptation 
of 
racing 
with passing vehicles, for the quick- 
ening of a horse's steady "road pace*' 
to a racing gait heats him 
unneces- 
sarily, and if done frequently is very 
fatiguing. 


Bemember. always, t h a t youe 'mood 
c o m m u n i c a ^ s Itself to 
your 
horse. 
B«t gentle, cheerful 
and 
patient 
In 
yoljr manner toward him and 
alloif

THE ANGORA INCREASES IN POPULARIH 


Angora fronts were introdured 
into 
this i-ounlry uurn 'i'uri<ey about 1850, 
Bnd ha'.'e ll^•el> bred ever sin^-e in dif- 
ferent part.s iif the country in small 
numbers. 
It is onfy within the last 
few years, hov.ev-er, that the goat in- 
dustry has assumed 
especial 
promi- 
nence. 
According to 
recent 
census 
statistics on thi.s subject, 
there 
are 
l,815,0P0 goats in the I'nited 
States. 
(Lbout .500,000 of these are Angoras, 
Jhe remainder being common goat.s. 


Goats are useful for 
several 
pur- 
poses. 
Their skins are used 
in 
the 
manufacture of leather, or for rugs; 
the fine hair of the Angora is known 
as mohair, and i.s used in the m a n u - 
facture of the 
various 
drens 
goods 
and plushes. 
The demand for mohair 
In manufacture in the United 
States 
Is much in excess of the supply which 
can be obtained from goats 
in 
this 
country, and a good market for this 
product may be expected for a long 
lime to come. 


The meat of goats, especially An- 
goras, is eaten to a large extent, be- 
ing cpmmonly sold under the name of 
mutton, and more 
recently 
bearing 
the name of Angora venison, or An- 
g o r a m u t t o n . 
If the goats are 
well 
dressed it has perhaps a more delic- 
ious flavor than mutton, and seldom 
has as much fat. 
In certain localities 
the meat is a t present sold under the 
n a m e of Angora mutton, for 
prices 
slightly higher than those paid 
for 
cheap mutton. 
The meat of th© An- 
gora is preferable to that of the com- 
mon goatB. 
A venlson-llke 
flavor 
Is 
given to goat meat when the animals 
' brows© upon 
various 
wild 
shrubs. 
This gamey flavor, however, is not so 


i noticeable when the animals are fed 
upon cultivated 
plant.s. 
Very 
little 
use is made of the milk of goats in 
this country, but analyses show it to 
be of high nutrituve value, and It can 
be used in the manufacture of cheese.

The presence of Angoras or other 
goats in bands of sheep is said to be 
a source of protection to t h e

since goats 
will 
defend 
themselves 
and the entire herd 
against

Protect the Skunk 


The skunk stands aanong the most 
important animals that 
choose 
for 
their diet insects h a r m f u l to the f a r m - 
er. 
It Is the best known enemy 
of 
army worms including the 
common 
army worm, 
the 
wheat head 
a r m y 
worm and the fall a r m y worm, all of 
which are destructive to small grains, 
c o m and grasses, 
and 
cause 
heavy 
losses ©very year to farmers, 
accord- 
ing to the United States Department of 
Agriculture's biologist- 


Two kinds of tobacco worms, which 
also 
attack 
tomato 
a n d 
potato 
plants, are eaten by 
the 
skunk 
In 
large numbers. 
These worms change 
their diet f r o m tobacco to tomatoes 
with such adaptability that they'have 
spread over wide areas In the United 
States. 
The skunk's eagerness for the 
worm Is such that he will dig them 
out f r o m the groimd In great numbers 
In the late s u m m e r and destroy them. 


The white grub is also dug for by 
the skunk and consumed by him, and 
the strawberry growers generally re- 
gard this animal 
with 
favor, 
even 
though in 
its 
eager 
search 
for the 
grubs it m a y uproot the plant or eat 
a few berries. 
The skunk 
also 
eats 
many 
m a t u r e 
"May 
beetles" 
and 
"June bugs", which hatch 
f r o m 
the 
white grubs. 


Skunks also destroy the hop grub, 
grasshoppers, 
cut-worms,' 
crickets, 
sphinx moths, sweet 
potato 
beetles, 
Colorado potato beetles, field mice and 
rats. 
The animal is especially useful 
in destroying the rats and mice 
that 
commonly infest f a r m buildings. 
If a 
skuttk takes up his 
residence 
near 
premises where these rats are abun- 
ant, it will remain there If not 
dis- 
turbed until practically all of the ro- 
dents are destroyed. 


So useful an animal should be fully 
protected. 
With 
Insects 
Increasing 
with wonderful rapidity, the 
farmer 
and gardener is put to great expense 
and labor In 
fighting 
them, and any 
animal t h a t will help the cultivators 
of the soil to flght their Insect battles 
should be encouraged and protected. 
Many 
farmers 
are 
shortsighted 
enough to kill every skunk they can 
flnd, to obtain f o r t h e skin 
a 
price 
that seemo h$gh, bet 
if 
nothing 
as 
compared with the good it does.

Anesthesia Patients Are 
Now Awakened By the Live- 
ly Strains of Tipperary and 


Other Stirring Music—A 
Phonograph Is Used and It 
Is Claimed That the Psycho- 
logical Effect of the Tune 
On the Nerve Centers Causes 
Restoration of Consciousness

to 
ragtime 
and 
con- 
valescence to tango tempo—that is 
the latest medical wrinkle. 


Surgeons and pbj'sicians, always 
attempting to outwit each other in 
the discovery of something new in 
their field, have learned by experi- 
ment that 
music—that of the rag- 
time variety—is useful in bringing 
patients from under the influence of 
anesthetic and also in quieting the 
aerves of those convalescent. 


Experiments have 
been made in 
New York with satisfactory results 
and dispatches from Aurora, 111., say 
this fad 
or practice 
has reached 
that far west and is now being em- 
ployed in St. Joseph's 
Hospital at 
Aurora. The idea there Is that mu- 
sic—ragtime—has 
a 
psychological 
effect on the patient. 


The new treatment is used more 
particularly 
in 
bringing 
patients 
forth from an anesthetic. 
Anyone 
who has ever been under the influ- 
ence of ether or chloroform can re- 
call the sensation and the thought 
of coming out of 
the sleep to the 
tune of a lively rag more than like- 
ly will not appeal to them. 


Anesthesia is defined by those sur- 
geons now employing the musical 
treatment as an almost absolute sus- 
pension of physiological activity—a 
point that is practically between life 
ind death, the 
anesthetizer giving 
•he patient 
more ether or chloro- 
form as he shows symptoms of re- 
gaining consciousness and admin- 
istering restoratives when the weak- 
ening of 
the 
pulse 
indicates the 
heart action is being too greatly re- 
duced.

\when 
the 
operation is finished 
a n î f e e unconscious patient is taken 
back to his bed, the next step Is to 
restore him to consciousness. 
Or- 
jinarily this is done by placing hot

.is of the heat gradually restoring 
the action of the blood and heart. 
In some cases artificial respiration 
is indicated when the .patient shows 
no signs of coming to and the pulse 
remains fluttering and weak. 


In hospitals where the new treat-

bottles 
or by artificial respiration, but by 
the lively strains of Tipperary or 
some other quick air played on the 
pbonograpb.

Your correspondent recently vis- 
ited 
one of 
the hospitals in New 
York where canned music is used to 
bring patients 
back to conscious- 
ness. He was led to a room where 
a 
patient just 
operated on was 
about to be brought back to consci- 
ousness by music, 


A phonograph—not 
one 
of the 
kind that cause 
neighbors to fall 
out and talk about each other dis- 
turbing the peace, but a splendid in- 
strument 
of full, rich 
tone—was 
wheeled to the side of the bed. At a 
signal from the young physician the 
nurse turned 
on the machine and 
then lowered the reproducer to the 
surface of the record. 


The strains of "You Wore a Tulip, 
Big Yellow Tulip, and I Wore a 
Red, Red Rose," poured forth from 
the machine. The patient 
stirred 
slightly. The pièce continued. 
The 
man opened his 
eyes, gazed about 
him and 
again fell 
into slumber, 
this being partly induced, the young 
doctor explained, by the patient hav- 
ing inhaled the vapor of the anes- 
thetic still remaining in the respira- 
tory tract. 


In a few minutes the man again 
awakened, this time to whisper to 
the nurse for water. The restoration 
had been brought about quickly and 
the doctor declared the patient was 
free from the usual after effects of 
ether—particularly the severe .head- 
ache. 
THE EFFECT 
DESCRIBED. 


The 
patient 
remarked 
to 
me: 
"When I heard the music playing I 
didn't know whether I had died on 
the 
operating 
table 
and 
was In 
heaven with angels 
playing about 
me on harps, or not. Then I sudden- 
ly realized that Mr. Edison's inven- 
tion is a máterial one and would 
hardly be used by the angels, who 
according to tradition play on gold- 
en harps and haven't even a piano 
within the pearly gates. I also real- 
ized that ragtimfe would hardly 
be 
appropriate to such a place, for I 
recognized the piece as one I had 
heard at a moving picture theater 
shortly before I was taken 111. 


"I don't know if the music has any 
great 
psychological effect or not, 
but I do know that I felt more cheer- 
ful. Even the ludicrousness of com- 
ing forth from so near death to the 
tune of ragtime, appealing to my 
sense of humor. I soon forgot the 
effects of the ether and felt restored 
to normal."

as patiently as if it were medicine, 
poured from a bottle each hour. A 
rather cheery little nurse presided 
over the machine and played only 
the liveliest of tunes, humming to 
theml and smiling prettily upon her 
audience.

One has to keep con- 
stantly busy In an effort to suggest 
to the patient more pleasant sub- 
jects of contemplation.

falls back into the gloomy retrospec- 
tion that causes melancholia.

"Replying to your favor of the ninth, 


will say that while we have had no 
personal experience with 
siloing beet 


leaves, reports 
on 
the 
subject, sho^r 


that beet leaf ensilage is worth about 
half as much as the beets in feeding 
value. 
This would ina.ke them worth 


about half as much as corn silage. Also 
ensiled beet, leaves have a. tendency to 
purge the animnls and it. is a common 
practice tn use about a gallon of salt 
for each ton of the leaves as they arc 
put, 
into the silo. 
The silagp should 


also be fed with romp dry 
roughage 


such as corn stover, straw or hay."

1914 and who confesses in his complaint that IIP desire* to become 
a candidate for representative from Rnox county nest spring, is 
the man who has taken up the legal cudgel .gainst the new law. 
and if we arc to accept his complaint as a statement of fact, the law 
is the most amazing hodge-podge of blunder ever constructed by any 
legislative body in this or any other age. 
. 


A glance at the list of shortcomings of the new law categorical- 


ly set out by Mr. Lott will be thoroughly entertaining if not en- 
lightening. Prefaced by the declaration that he will be unable to 
seek the coveted nomination because of the provision that, he will 
be first required to pay a stipulated smn in order to enter the race, 
Mr Lott's allegations leave no room for doubt that in bis opinion 
the law has its weak spots.

ATTACKEDJN COURT

vision.

Lott asks an injunction against

Seventeen alleged reasons which the 


state law is unconstitutional are set 
out by Lott. who says he wishes to be- 
come a candidate 
fur 
representative 


from Knox county next spring, but can- 
not because, he has to pay a stipulated 
fee to have his name submitted in ,11 
primary. 


Lutt attacks the expense 
of 
the 


primary and alleges the law is uncon- 
stitutional because it confers legisla- 
tive powers upon individuals, destroys 
the secrecy and freedom of the ballot, 
destroys the equality of elections. makes 
an arbitrary classification of voters and 
adds burdensome qualifications to vot- 
ers not provided for in the 
constitu- 


tion of the United States nr Indiana. 


Lott. estimates the expense 
»f the 


primaries to be about $100 to the pre- 
cinct. 
He holds that this expenditure 


is "unlawful," unwarranted and uncon- 
stitutional and that this expense is paid 
from revenues raised by taxation from 
the people and is public money used 
for private purpose*. 


The law is further unconstitutional. 


Loft, alleges, because it makes an arbi- 
trary a.llottment of delegates of certain 
political parties to the state conven- 
tions and is wholly class legislation. 
That the law attempt* to 
disqualify 


candidates nt the. primary election who 
shall bribe or corrupt voters and then 
attempts to remove all such disabil- 
ities from informers, is another reason 
win- Lott alleges the primary law H 
void. 


The proper 
language of the law is 


attacked when the plaintiff sa'ys the 
word "fake" is used in reference to af- 
fidavits tiled by challengers nt the polls. 


"There is no such word applicable 


to the making of an affidavit," says 
the complaint, "and it is simply a slan^ 
expression and there is no provision in 
the constitution of the state of Indi- 
ana authorizing the legislature to adopt 
slnn); expressions in the enactment of 
laws governing the state." 


The constitutionality was again at- 


tacked because the Inw makes unequal 
provision for the nomination of certain 
state, district, county and township of- 
ticials. but. wholly fails to make any 
provision for judges of the circuit courts 
or the prosecuting attorneys 
of 
the 


judicial circuits of Indiana. 
That, the 


fees required of ca.ndida.tcs are Arbi- 
trarily 
fixed and excessive for candi- 


dates for some of the. offices i« another 
reason set out by Lott. 


An injunction, restraining tho court, 


election and state officials from carry- 
ing out their duties as prescribed by 
the primary law, is asked.

anyone to steal the secrets for use of 
ar.v other nation. 
Like Edison, he will 


be"i|iiil.e willing to give proper authori- 
ties full information in case the Uni- 
ted States ever becomes involved in 
war, but he positively refuses to hint 
at, the mechanism or character of his 
invention. 


"With my present apparatus, which 


is operated by a six-cell dry battery,'' 
says Butts. ''I can stand at the bot- 
tom of a deep well, or in a mine, for 
llii-.t matter, and take a photograph of 
an object, a mile and a half away.
